Industrial commission, explained the 
regulations in detail, showing how 
lights should be fixed so they would 
give a beam of 4SOO candle power i 
at the lower level and 2400 at the 
upper. Use of some of the new patent 
lenses was also explained. 


The most effective way of remov- 


ing the glare is to paint a portion 
of the lens, anv color but red being 
permitted. 
If the globe is set close 


to the reflecter. the upper half of the 
lense is usually 
painted.

globe is placed further out, the low- 
er half should be coated.

case an exact half must be painted. 
Some lenses have been coated about 
one-third or one-quatcr.

HUM A Kills 


We used to have an idea thai as Vcr- 


i.jnt went so went the in lion in presi- 
dential elections. Some years later we 
came to look upon New York as the ba- 
rometer of eastern political opinion, and 
upon Indiana as the indicator ol" west- 
ern tendencies. There was a period in 
which il was assumed thai a nomination 
for the presidency could not be made 
without the votes of New York and In- 
diana. These were notions of the mind 
ather than conditions of fact. 


Nevertheless, the country has been 


keenly interested in the Republican pres- 
.ciential primary in Indiana. There has 
:>een an unmistakable feeling that the 
••esult in that slate would come nearer 
'o reflecting the actual campaign atmos- 
phere then perhaps any other primary. 
Hie contest in Indiana had been going 
on for four months. As is usual in that 
state, there was sharp division of opinion 
and intense partisan support of the re- 
spective candidates. The primary came 
very close 16 approximating the condi- 
tions of an election. 


It must be conceded, therefore, that 


more Uian ordinary significance attaches 
to the result, which is a decisive victory 
for General Wood. Much as the sober- 
minded judgment of the country- may de- 
plore the possibility of Wood's election 
to the presidency, it is a prospect which 
il must commence lo weigh seriously. It 
is becoming increasingly evident, we 
think, that the Wood infection reflects a 
superficial rather than an analytical 
state of the public mind. We doubt if 
one person out of ten who is supporting 
*liini could point lo any qualifications of 
General Wood for the presidency which 
arc preeminent. There is no question 
but what Wood's popularity is in the 
background attributable almost wholly 
to sentiment which is cither in the nature 
. of military hero worship or which seeks 
to repair fancied injustices of the war. 


The Indiana primary at least discloses 


the fact that no other candidate in the 
jield has any real strength aside from 
Johnson and Wood. Lowden made a 
uoor showing considering his close con- 
*ract with Indiana politics and the rcpu- 
Mon he might presumably have as a ca- 
>able executive in home territory. Har- 
uing made no impression, although ear- 
•-IT in the spring much effort was made 


arouse interest in his candidacy in In- 


tiiana. He may be considered as enlire- 
i> eliminated.

Thrrc is strong possibility that 
neither can be nominated, and that a 
dark horse will become the Republican 
standard bearer. 


THE KXOX RESOLVTION 


Senalor KJIOX is making a .strong ap- 


peal to the country, and incidentally to 
congress, for the termination of war with 
Germany by joint resolution of the house 
and senate. Senator Knox is not at heart 
in favor of peace by resolution as an al- 
ternative. He has been op|>osetl. to the 
treaty of Versailles and the league of na- 
tions from the beginning. He is against 
the treaty on the theory that it imposes 
unjust burdens on Germany, and he is 
against the league of nations in principle. 


When Mr. Knox made his original pro- 


posal of peace by resolution, which ex- 
eluded the United States entirely from 
Ihe terms and rights, to say nothing of 
the protection, of fhr treaty of Versailles, 
his views received no indorsement by 
any considerable number of the people 
nor by members of congress. 
It was so 


radical a suggestion and so entirely at 
variance with public opinion regarding 
the war and the status of international 
relations which peace should bring about 
that it had no standing with the country. 
Neither did il have any standing with 
the Republican party. That fact is prov- 
en by the many months of effort on the 
part of Senalor Lodge and bolh the Re- 
publicans and Democrats to harmonize 
their ideas concerning a league of na- 
tions and thereby bring about ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. 


While peace by resolution now ap- 


pears in the light of an alternative to 
congress as a whole, we must keep in 
mind the fact that Ihe author of this 
proposition does not so regard it. and is 
employing a situation to sustain his hos- 
tility to The treaty. While it is reason- 
able to assume that President Wilson 
would not have accepted the modified 
reservation incorporated in the treaty 
when it failed of ratification the last 
time, the country will not overlook the 
fact that Ihe senate itself has failed to 
indicate lo the president what peace 
terms it is willing to subscribe to by con- 
stitutional action. So far as we have in- 
tcrprctcd constitutional powers, and so 
far as precedent serves as a guide, there 
is only one way for the nation to con- 
clude peace following war. and that is by 
negotiation of a treaty by the president, 
ratified by a two-thirds vole of Ihe sen- 
ale. Mr. Knox argues for the constitu- 
tional latilude of peace by resolution, 
but whether he is right or whether he is 
wrong il remains true that the termina- 
tion of the war by this process involves 
the assumption that the constitutional 
treaty making powers of the government 
have broken down, together with the fur- 
ther assumption lhal the United Slates 
was a partner of the allies in the crush- 
ing of German militarism only to the day 
of armistice, and that in the imposition 
of terms upon Germany, enforcement of 
military victory and the preservation of 
peace the United Stales deserts them. 


From the standpoint of expediency it 


is easy to accept the Knox program as a 
remedy for the very unsatisfactory con- 
ditions which failure to conclude peace 
has brought about. Kxpediency is not 
always the best policy in the long run, 
and we may be certain that if we were 
not in the midst of a presidential cam- 
paign less emphasis would be placed
